Washineten, D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of War Elihu Root of New York, 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, and Senator George Turner of Wash- 


ington state have been selected as the United } 


States members of the tribunal provided for 
in the Alaskan boundary treaty, ratified by 
the senate on Wednesday. 

‘Mr. Turner ranks officially in the senate as 
a fusionist. His term will expire on March 4, 
Washington having gone back to republican- 
ism and populism having been sent to the 
rear. Mr. Turner was formerly a republican 
judge of the territorial Supreme court and a 


“member of the constitutional convention, and 


is regarded as a man of high character and 
ability. 

When the treaty first was submitted to the 
senate it provided for the appointment as 
members of the tribunal to fix the boundary 
line of members of the high court of judica- 
ture, which is the usual form in the treaty 
phraseology of Great Britain. At the sug- 
gestion of members of the committee on faqr- 
eign relations, however, the language was 
‘“uanged so that “impartial jurists of re- 
pute’ could be appointed, and it was under 
this characterization that Messrs. Root, 
Lodge, and Turner have beer chosen. They 
will have the selection of an agent who shall 
act as their counsel, and the case of the 
United States must be presented to the 
tribunal within two months after the ex- 


change of the treaty ratifications. 


The work of the tribyna! will take its mem- 
bers to London for several months during the 
coming spring and summer. The compensa- 
tion of the juirists and their agent and clerks 
is to be fixed hereafter by a joint agreement. 

‘The andbretanding here is that the com- 
missioners will meet at London soon after the 
adjournment of congress. They are required 
to make their decision within a short period 
of time. The session of the commission wi 
be held in London and this means merely a 


/summer visit abroad for the members, It is 
/ not understood that the duties of the commis- 


sion will be such as to require their attend- 
ance for any great length of time. Ofcourse 
Serfator Lodge would not give up his place 
and Secretary Root will undoubtedly be per- 
mitted to remain in the cabinet. 

There is no likelihood that this appoint- 
ment will interfere in any way with Mr. 
official relations with the president. 
If he leaves the‘cabinet it will be for other 
reasons not conne¢ted in pay way with the 
Alaskan boundary. 

Within the last week a secret but powerful 
effort has been made to revive the ship 
subsidy bill, which was passed by the sen- 
ate last spring and is now safely tucked 
away in the files of the house committee on 
merchant marine and fisheries. 

This belated effort to resuscitate the ship 
subsidy bill at this- late hour in the session 
seems to have been brought about in pur- 
suance of a care considered plan to rush 
‘the bill through the house by means: of a 
special rule before the country could be 
‘aroused to its impending danger. 

The efforts which have been made to get 
the bill out of the committee have been per- 
sonally conducted by Senator Hanna of Ohio, 
who championed the bill so successfully in 
the senate that it was passed there with the 
approval of the full republican strength, ex- 
cepting the six votes*of Senators Allison and 
Dolliver of Iowa, Spooner dad Quarles of 
Wisconsin, and Proctor and Dillingham of 
Vermont.

for the bill in the house because the subsidy 


bill had been made to appear to be a party | 


measure, The votes of the six well known 
republican senators against the bill caused 
it to lose caste immediately in the house. It 
was referred to the committee on merchant 
marine, and then, to the mortification of Gen. 
Grosvenor, the chairman, it was found that 
a majority of the committee was against the 
ship subsidy in its present form. 

When J. P. Morgan began the work of 
forming his ocean steamship trust the senti- 
ment against the subsidy bill in the house 
became more pronounced, and several mem- 
bers of the committeé were determined to 
have it reported adversely, but out of defer- 
ence to Gen. Grosvenor they consented to let 
it be pigeonholed for the rest of the session. 

When Senator Hanna began sounding 
some of the members of the committee a 
few days ago much surprise was shown. 
According to a recent poll of the committee 
the membership stands ten to seven against 
the ship subsidy bill. 

Among the republicans, Hopkins of IIli- 
nois, Minor of Wisconsin, Stevens of Min- 
nesota, Jones of Washington, and Fordney 
of Michigan have gone on record against the 
subsidy scheme, and they have been rein- 
forced. by all the democrats except “* Ollie og 
Belmont of New York. 

With the exception of Gen. Grosvenor, 
who comes from the same state as Senator 
Hanna, every one of the western repub- 
licans on the committee has been opposed to 
the ship subsidy. These western men told 
Senator Hanna, when he pate

movement and popular approbation, and 
after Mrs. Lynden Evans had pleaded with 
the wives to remain in their homes and look 
after their*husbands and children, Dr. Hirsch 
launched into his subject. | 

“ The fact that the preponderance of those 
leaving our public schools are boys is gen- 
erally attributed to the necessity of con- 
tributing to the family income,’’ said Dr. 
Hirsch, “‘ but this excuse is only a pretense. 
The real reason is that thé school work of 
boys is absolutely uninteresting. I am a 
friend of the public schools, but I would like 
to see the public schools become what they 
ought to be—to be made to awaken and hold 
an interest in the boys and girls until life 
ean properly claim them. We must try to 
reorganize our public schools so that the 
child knows what power is his-—-the power of 
the head, the hand, and the heart. 

“ Our mere intellectual education pkovided 
by the public schools ig topheavy. The energy 
of the heart is allowed to He dormant. Their 
hands are not developed ane taste hearts 
are stunted. | 

How Misfits Are Made. | 
*‘ Bvery child has its vocation. The misfits 
and wrecks which meet us are dué largely to 

the faulty preparations for life offered to 
them. 
Let the child be fitted through 
for what he has been created by nature, 
whether it be mental werk or the power 
wielded through the hands.”’ 

Dr. Hirsch declared the five hours’ school 
session to be too long. The pupils eat a hur- 
ried luncheon, which they are unable to digest 
before they must return to their desks, he 
said. He believed that the school day should 
| be limited to three hours. If it extends over 
a longer period than three hours, he said, the 
brain becomes fagged out, “ as, like a sponge, 
it cannot absorb any more than a certain 
amount.” He spoke of the work being done 
at the Jewish Training school and said: 

_“ These pupils are alert and this is due to 
the change from thought to work and from 
work back to thought through the manual 
training room. Every public school in Chi- 
eago could afford opportunities as great as 
those found at the training school without 
the expenditure of an additional cent." | | 
Wants the “Do,” Not “Don’t.” 

Speaking of the introduction of the bible 
in the public schools, Dr. Hirsch said: | 

‘‘Some good people want to introduce the 
bible in the schools. I do not object to the 
bible, but the bible is a book of mystery that 
must be explained. It cannot be explained in 
the schoolroom. Many a Joliet prisoner can 
recite passages from the bible, but still his 
morality is not highly developed. 

‘“‘The best way to teach morality is to 
throw away the ‘don’t’ and take up ‘do’ 
as a key note. Teach a child that you be- 
lieve he telis the truth. If you tell him not 
to lie the word lie carries a physiological 
suggestion with it that may cause him to 
do just what you have warned him against,”’ 

After turning his attention to the 400 Dr. 
Hirsch gave his ideas on saloons.

Premier Balfour in Speech at Liver~ 
pool Declares. That Concert of the 
Nations May Have to Deal with the 
Macedonian Problem — Germany’s

LONDON, Feb. 14, 3 a. m:—The situation 
in Macedonia becomes more threatening 
every day. Premier Balfour admitted yes- 
terday that it was causing the government 
anxiety and suggested that the only way of 
solving the question would be by the com- 
mon action of the great powers. He evi- 
dently approves and is ready to indorse the 
Russo-Austrian note demanding autonomy 
for Macedonia. 

To anticipate this note the sultan has 
ordered the mobilization of several hundred 
thousand troops, but the powers have seen 
through this bluff and the porte has been 
warned that its action will not in the least 
affect the of Russia and 
Austria. 

Germany has not yet dilnchoesa her hand, 
but the emperor is scarcely likely to ask 
England to hetp him protect his abt 
Abdul Hamid. 


'‘Veneauela Affair Closed. 


All the difficulties regarding the Venezuela | 


question have been removed. The British 
and German protocéls have both, been ac- 
cepted, and there is now no hitch whatever 
which need delay a final settlement for any 
appreciable length of time. Premier Balfour’s 
statement to this effect has given the great- 
ést satisfaction. Germany has a laugh on 
her side, but the British government can 
congratulate itself on the fact that a nasty 
mess has been cleared up before the opening 
of parliament. The king will be®able to an- 
nounce the settlement of the whole affair 
in his speech from the throne next Tues- 
day, and the country will be rejoiced to know 
that the matter which threatened to stir up 
bad blood between the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations is at an end. 

British diplomacy has, however, sulieived 
@ severe blow, as England has been out- 
witted by an ally who comes out of the im- 
broglio in every way, politically and finan- 
cially on top. 

England Loses Prestige.

“TI agree, then, with Justice Sabath, that 


‘hundreds of children are born who never 
‘should. have been brought into the world. 


These are the offspring of the ignorant and 
incompetent, mentally and physically. Nat- 
urally it follows that if this class predomi- 
nates In any portion of the city the children 
of that district are not a blessing to the com- 
monwealth nor to themselves. 

“To produce a large family is not intrin- 
sically wrongful, but to beget babes and rear 
them in such districtsisa sin. Unfortunately 
the families in which are the most children 
are most. frequently found in exactly such 
districts.”’ 

‘Children the Real Problem, | 

Going into details, the Hull house authority 

told of the’ conditions of life in the river. 


“To any one familiar with this section of 
the city,’’ she said, “ there can be no ques- 
tion that the gravest problem is the develop- 
ment of children. Their numbers are most 
unhappily large. Their parents have not the 
mental, moral, sociological, or physical 
equipment needed for their proper upbring- 
ing and training. 

“I believe that from 100 births among na- 
tive Americans more strong, capable persons 
will come to maturity than from 200 births 
from parents who are descendants of the 
peasantry from the south of Europe. Never 
in the world’s history have children been 
better reared than are being reared by our 
native stock. It is difficult to fancy worse 


| child training than exists in many of the 


homes of the poorer class of immigrants. 

“ The women marry young, generally in the 
early teens. They are not yet sufficiently 
mature, and have been taught for centuries 
a blind sort of fatalism. They have been 
made to believe everything is in the hands of 
providence, that the Lord is alone responsible 
and that the Lord will provide. | 


Accept Birth and Death. 

*“'This relieves the parents from a proper 
sense of their own responsibility. They take 
the birth and death of their offspring philoso- 
phically as things beyond their own control. 

Coupled with this is the doctrine,’ long 
instilled into these people, that the larger the 
number of babies, the better the service ren- 
dered to the Lord, 

** Not long ago, to illustrate, I was called 
to the home of a carpenter, a man of the bet- 
ter class for this part of the city. Although 
he and his wife were not yet 40 years of age 
they had had ten children. One had just 
died and help was sought for its funeral. 
I found that for several years past a child 
had died every summer. There was grief, of 
course, but what was more apparent was the 
attitude of helplessness of the parents. 
Babies came and went and still the parents 
had no understanding of — domestic 


i ' Children Are Deformed. 

“This overproduction results infallibly 
in inattention to the young. In no part of the 
city are so many deformed children. Their 
mothers do not réceive the proper attention 
before the birth of the child and the child 
revels or sinks in neglect. | | 

“ Marked differences are noted in the atti- 
tudes of the members of the Various races to- 
ward their offsprings. Generally, they re- 

them with what seems a primitive sort 
of affection. Among all, the parents exercise 
strong proprietary control over their chil- 


dren. I mean the boys and grils belong to 


their fathers—must work for them and must 
bring home their earnings. 

“This does not mean, however, that these 
children have been educated as they should. 


They have not, but every effort is made to 
ensure their propagation of the old world 


teachings of their progenitors.” 
Not Confined to the Poor. 


Justice Sabath explained what he had 


meant when he spoke of the unfortunate 
birth of hundreds of babies. 

“While in general I believe in large fam- 
ilies,” he said, “ yet I believe itis a far 
greater crime for people, unfit in every way, 
to bring children into the world.” | 

The magistrate said he did not share the 
opinion of some that all men and women 
should marry.

Jury Seals Verdict After Five Hours’ 
Discussion of the Killing of Attorney 
| L. H Mitchell by Aged Defendant. 


The fate of Robert Bremner was decided 
by a jury early this morning and the sealed 
verdict will be opened in court this morning. 
The jury spent five hours in argument before 
an agreement was reached. The opinion 
around the Criminal] court was that the ver- 
dict Was guilty, and that the jurors would 
make a plea for leniency. 

The closing day of the aged man’s trial on 
the charge of having murdered Lewis H. 
Mitchell was given up to the arguments of 
the lawyers. Bremner’s defense was tem- 
porary insanity. His daughters testified in 
his behalf, but his wife, the supposed cause 
of the shooting, visited the courtroom only 
once. | 

Bremner killed Attorney Lewis H. Mitchell 
in the latter's office on May 3, 1902. No one 

w the shooting or heard the conversation 

t led up to it. When those who heard 
the shots responded Mitchell and Bremner 
were struggling for the revolver. Mitchell 
died ina few hours. Fancied jealousy is sup- 
posed to haye caused the murder. Mitchell 
was the attorney for Mrs. Bremner, and in 
preparing for certain litigation she frequent- 
ly visited the offices of her counsel.

ties with Shakspeare. 


Shylock standing erect and booking his 
fellows in the eyes while speaking his lines 
in Yiddish, pleased his audience at Glick- 
man’s theater last evening, the occasion be- 
ing the first presentation of Shakspeare’s 
“* Merchant”’ in that playhouse. 

While Mr. Glickman’s promise to make of 
Shylock a Jewish personification of David 
Harum was not fulfilled to the extent that 
any one would have confused them, he took 
from the mannerigms of the usurer much 
that would have been objectionable to the 
Jewish playgoer. The sympathy of the au- 
dience remained with the money lender 
throughout the play, and instead of plaudits 
when Portia snatches Antonio from the pay- 
ment of the fatal bond, there was a subdued 
murmur of sympathy as Shylock turned from 
his revenge to face his own destruction. 

The translator of *‘ The Merchant of Ven- 
ice’ into Yiddish clearly sought to make 
a good melodrama, and although in many 
places he retained the Shakspearean ‘text, 
whenever he thought a bit of comedy would 
improve matters any he did not hesitate to 
inject it.

At the hearing before the public buildings 
committee today on an appropriation to in-

sentative Mann opposed it and Representa- 
tives Boutell and Feely supported it.

Mann opposed the increase on the ground 
that it would be extravagant to spend any 
more money on the building, especially as the 
contract had been let.

Measnre Prohibits Railroads from 
Paying Rebates to Fa- 
vored Customers. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 
The house this’afternoon passed the Elkins 
bill to prohibit railroads from paying rebates 
to shippers; 241 members vating for the 
passage of the pill and only 6 againstit. 

The bill was passed after a brief but ex- 
ceedingly bitter debate, in which Mr. Cochran 
of Missouri branded a statement) made by 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa as “a deliberate lie." 
Contrary to.usual custem this. strong lan- 
guage had no sequel. 

Poo Cochran had characterized the bill as 

“brazen and shameless ’”’ imposition upon 
credulity of the people... His argument 
was chiefly directed against the repealing 
of all the provisions of existing law making 
officers and agents of railroads guilty of dia- 
crimination punishable by fine and 


ment. 
Where Lie Was Passed. 


Mr. Hepburn replied to the Missouri con- 
man 

“I say ‘there is no repeal from first to last 
in all this legislation——’ he was saying, 
when Mr. Cochran sought tointerrupt him. 

‘I prefer not to yield,”’ said Mr. Hepburn. 

Mr. Cgochran—The gentleman ought not 
to retep'to the gentleman from Missouri 
if he not want to yield. 

Mr. Hepburn—I ought to refer to the gen- 
tleman at any time when he deliberately 
misstates a proposition.

Six Votes Against the Bill. 


This ended the incident, and the vote on 
the bill was taken.

DEPEW ATTACKS MORMONISM. 


New York Senator, in Course of State- 
hood Bill Debate, Declares Utah Creed 
Still Upholds Polygamy. | 


- Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—During the 
discussion of the statehood bill in the senate 
today Mr. Depew attacked the Mormon 
church, because, he said, he believed its 
members stilt cling to the practice of polyg- 
amy. It is not disputed, he said, that the ' 
vote of the Mormon church is absolutely 
controlled by the central hierarchy of that 
organization. He declared that the migra- 
tion of Mormons to different states and terri- 
tories was not for the purpose of securivg 
hemes and farms, but through compact to 
control legislation and pny that 
would exclude polygamy. 

Mr. Rawlins declared in reply that any 
legislation in any state directed at Mor- 
monism is futile unless there is a public sen- 
timent which will sustain the same. The 
question was not as to the inadequacy of the 
provisions against polygamy, but as to the 
exercise of political power. Persécution is 
the seed of the Mormon church, he deélared, 
and it did not do any good to arraign the 


entire people and brand every Mormon as a 


slave, a most unjust accusation.

FINDS GRUBLTY IN PRISON 


CALIFORNIA SAYS 
was 


Weciction Common at San Quentin and 
at Folsom—Several Men Were Per- 
manently Crippled by It — James 


| Was Found Dead. Within 


Twenty-four Hours After Being Re- 
leased—Further De- 


‘San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
The assembly committee on prisons has made 
a report on its investigation of cruel punish- 
ment in the San Quentin and Folsom state 
prisons. They find that the gtrait-jacket 
and other methods of torture are in use at 
both institutions, though the results are 
more diastrous at Folsom than at San Quen- 
tin. The committee. listened to many con- 
victs and made the following report: 

- At Folsom we found that one convict, 
Robert: Smith, had been permanently :crip- 
pled in_ his right arm and hand, and had sus- 
tained other injuries. In the case of Morris 
Weiss, alias Weitz, who was a tallor and 
worked. at the same up to! the time he was 
put in the strait-jacket, we find he sustained 
such injuries to his hands and arms a8 a 
result of the punishment that in all prob- 
ability he will never be able ‘to work at ~ 
trade again. 

Dies After Release... 

“ In the case of James Deare, we learned 
that he was found dead in his cell within 
twenty-four hours after being released from 
the strait-jacket.”” .. 

Senator Wiliams of the mittee has rer 
ceived a letter from a trustworthy source 
giving information which, he says, he veri- 
fied. Parts of this letter, which will be made 
the basis for further inquiry, are as follows: 

“Warden Wilkinson was the first to in- 
troduce the jacket at Folsom. The prisoner 
is brought in and the jacket placed upon 
him. Sometimes a small jacket or vest is 
placed on first. This is composed of hair. 
This causes. profuse perspiration, the strait- 
jacket proper being placed on. over it. - The 
man is now in a standing position, the jacket 
being placed as tight as possible. | 


, Details of Its Use. 

“ The prisoner is then placed on his back, 
the guards kneeling on him so as to bring 
the edges of the jacket 
back. He is then laid in his cell. Should 
they wish to extract a confession, a short 
stick three feet long is used, jt being insert- 
ed in the lacing and worked on the princi- 
ple of the Sp h windlass. The lacings 
“Nthus become ds taut as ingenuity can make 
them. 

“The first serious case was that of Brock 
Smith, serving twenty years. This man is 
big, stout, and healthy, and has lost the 
use of his right hand. 

‘The next case was the killing of James 
Deare, the coroner’s jury bringing in a ver- 
dict of death while undergoing punishment 
in a strait-jacket. | 


Convict Kicked by Turnkey. i 

‘As the cries of the prisoners punished 
kept the convicts awake at night they are 
placed in the dungeons where executions 
take place. Frank Howard was in there 
while Deare was being punished. Deare, 
during the night, told Howard he was dying 
and that he had seen his mother. The man’s 
mind was weakened. When he was taken 
out the next day he was unable to walk and 
Tim Haggerty kicked him in the side, as he 
was unable to wash himself. He died in his 
cell during the next night. 

“The next case is a boy, 18 or 19 years of 
age, half witted, a woman’s tailor by trade, 
who is thoroughly cowed by the treatment 
he received, and he may be influenced by the 
officials not to speak about his case. Exam- 
ine him and you will see both his hands are 
crippled. He refused to sew for the warden’s 
daughters.”’

M. COMBES ACCUSED OF BEING 
MIXED UP IN HUMBERT CASE. 
Chief of President Loubet’s Cabinet 
and His Minister of Justice Assailed 
in the Chamber of Deputies—They 
Leave the House Amid a Storm of 
Mingled Hisses and Cheers—Offend- 
ing Nationalist Deputy Is Censured 
and a Scene of Disorder Follows.

. PARIS, Feb. 13.—Premier Combes and the 
minister of justice were accused openly of 
being implicate ‘in the Humbert affair dur-. 
ing the debate in the chamber of deputies to- 
day. A scene of great disorder followed, in 
which the premier retired from the house 
amid the hissing of the nationalists and the 
applause of his own supporters. £ 

The incident began when Maurice Binder, 
nationalist, sought to interpellate Minister 
of Justiee Valle on the Humbert affair. The 
deputy declared that suspicion had long 
been directed against the cabinet over which 
presided that ‘‘ weather cock Combes.” — 

A scene of great disorder followed this. 
statement, the members of the left demand- 
ing the removal of M. Binder. Premier 
Combes sought to gain recognition, but as M. 
Binder continued to shout at the top of his 
voice MM. Combes and Valle and the other 
ministers retired from the house, the left 
party applauding and the right party hissing. 


, Censure for the Deputy. 

The president, M. Bourgeois, then consult- 
ed wit the chamber, which censured M. 
Binder. When he attempted to resume his 
speech the president suspended the sitting. 
The deputy continued his deflant speech 
after the session was resumed, but he was 
finally silenced by the president's threat 
to cause his removal from the chamber. 

M. Valle made a brief rejoinder to the 
effect that his accusers were defenders of 
the Humberts and an interpellation on the 
subject was then postponed until after the 
budget has been passed. | 

Waldeck-Rousseau Writes. 

Former Premier Waldeck-Rousseau has 
written an open letter to the lawyer of M. 
Cattaui, who is the prosecutor of the Hum- 
berts in the case which is now awaiting 
judgment, in reply to the lawyer's statement 
in his speech before the court yesterday that 
M. Valle, the present’ minister of justice, 
vainly tried to secure the prosecution of the 
Humbert family. 

M. Waldeck-Rousseau says that when M. 
Valle made such an application he was told

“ANTRTRUST LEGISLATION. 
The house committee on commerce re- 
ported favorably on the Dikins rebate bill, 


been said in some quarters that it weakens, 
the existing law. The majority of the com- 
mittee say it: strengthens the law, and 
“practically exhausts the power of legis- 
latidh’to prevent rebatew and discrimination 
through crimina! prosecutions.” They point 
out that under the present law it is not an 
offense to cut published rates unless dis- 
crimination ie shown, while in many. in- 
stances it is impossible to prove discrimina- 
tion. The Elkins bil] makes the cutting 
published rates. an offense under.all cir- 
‘cumstances. The bill provides for the fining 
of railroads as well as railroad officials. 
It is difficult to induce juries to convict 
the officials, who ere usually “ men of high 
standing in their respective communities.” | 
Juries will not hesitate to fine railroads when 
the evidence warrants it. | 
The committee recom mended the adoption 
of a few amendments. OUne'of them was 
that suits brought under the interstate com- 
merce law shall be given, when it is deemed 
expedient, that right of way over other 
business contemplated in the case of suits 
brought under the anti-trust law. 
The Elkine bill, against which only six. 
votes ‘wete cast in the house, will form 
part of the anti-trust legislai.on of the ses- 


The. courts will be directed to give the pref- 
erence to anti-trust suits where the attorney. 
gemeral asks for it. This will bring about. 
@ speedier determination of the litigation 
as téthe Northern Securities company. The 
decision of the Supreme court in that case 
will thtow much light upon an obscure sub- 
The prospects are that the Fifty-cighth 
congress will be much better informed about. 
the trust question, thanks to legislation en- 
acted at this session, than the present con- 
grése is. It will have more of that knowl- 
edge which is a prerequisite of intelligent 
legisla tion. 
ALTRUISTIC CHICAGO. 
A tender and timid leaf came out on the 
trée of altruism when Chicago gave up the 
Olympian games to St. Louis. Ahruism, 
self-denial, abnegation, renunciation—these 
have not been supposed to be Chicago vir- 
tues. Getting things. rather than giving 
them up has been regarded as our specialty.: 
Note the gracefulness, however, of our first 
little attempt to show the work that we 
have been misunderstood. St. Louis was 
going to have its exposition no matter 
whether it got the games or not. Chicago 
might have kept the games, but it couldn’t 
have got the exposition. Obviously it was 
better to have the exposition and the games’ 
together: Therefore; said Chicago, let both 
of them go to St. Louis. : 
The courage required for this display of 
interurban affection can hardly be overesti- 
amated. It is difficult to rise above one’s 
reputation, Public opinion seldom allows 
the grasping man to be generous. It is the 
way with cities. When a city has the 
reputation of wanting to lay its hands on 
everything in sight it is driven by what the 
psychologists call “ suggestion ” to keeping 
itehands busy, If everybody expects a man 
to grab, the psychological result is that he 
will continue grabbing. This explains why 
Chicago has grabbed so much. It has not 
been our fault. It has been the fault of our 
neighbors, They have talked so much and 
Written so much about their idea of us that 
they have had us under hypnotic control. 
Now, however, our real nature has assert- 
ed itself and unless our neighbors discourage 
us by their derision we shall put forth new 
leaves of altruism every day. We have al- 
‘peady made a kind of sneaking beginning by 
keeping our tunnels where they are and /et- 
ting Duluth get the grain trade. When we 
get into the “ closing out at a self-sacrifice” 
business we wil) make it hum. 


| THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

The Alaskan boundary treaty may deter- 

m@ine nothing. If all three commissioners 
to be appointed by the British government 
are Canadians bent on securing for the do- 
minion a port on the Alaskan coast the 
treaty will be void of results, for not one of 
the three American commissioners will ad- 
mit that there is any foundation for that 
Canadian claim. If one of the British com- 
missioners’is an Englishman, free from Ca- 
nadian bias, it hardly will be dificult to 
convince him that the United States has a’ 
perfect title to a continuous strip of terri- 
tory on the mainland from 54° 40’ to Mount 
Saint Blias. There is room for a difference 
of opinion aé to the precise width of that 
strip at some points. If the American com- 
missioners can be convinced that here or 
there the American contention carries the 
boundary line farther east than the language 
of the treaty permits they will admit it, and 
the public will accept their verdict. A 
boundary roughly traced on inaccurate maps 


is not necessarily correct. ie 
At all events, the Alaskan boundary ques-

A commission which bas such duties to per- 
form as the one soon to be appointed does 
not finish its work speedily. There will 
have to be a good deal of careful surveying 
done before it will have the data which will 
enable it to consider intelligently the ques- 
tion of a correct boundary line. It will be 
a long while before the members of the com- 
mission will be able to announce a conclu- 
sion, if, indeed, they are able to reach one. 
It is to be hoped they will settle on a line, 
for then there will be no more boundary 
questions to disturb Americans. 

The Alaskan matter heing out of the way, 
for the present at least, it may now be pos- 
sible to take up and dispose of some or all 
the other unsettled questions at issue be- 
tween the United States and the dominion. 
There is not one of them which does not ad- 
mit of a satisfactory adjustment. 


PLANNING TO OWN THE JUDGES. 

Senator Campbell of Cook introduced a bill 
to amend the primary elections law so that 
primaries for June judicial elections need 
not be held at the same time as those for 
April city elections. This is desirable. It 
is better that the selection of nominees for 
judges of the Cireuit court should not be 
‘mixed up with the selection of candidates 
for mayor and other city offices. | 
The bill bas been reported out of commit- 
tee with the following amazing amendment: 
Provided, that at any time hereafter when only 
@ judge or judges of a court of record or courts of 
record is or are to be nominated, the central or 
managing committee or the executive committee 
of any political party authorized by law to make 
nominations of, in, or for any judicial district, ju- 
dicial circuit, or county, may itself make any and 
all nominations for judge or judges of any court 
of record without holding any primary election or 
convention; therefore, any nomination when so 
made shall have the same force and effect of a 
nomination by a party convention called and held 


If this were the law today the repub-

What do honorable 
lawyers who have judicial aspirations think 
of appearing as suppliants before an execu- 
tive committee in its private room and bar- 
gaining for a nomination? Give the exect- |. 
tive committees the power to select judicial 
nominees and they will ask to be authorized 
to make all the nominations. If they got 
it the only real governing bodiés in the coun- 
ty would be the executive committees.

If the ground is taken that she has not been 
in her right mind during the last few weeks, 
and therefore not responsible for her actions, 
she cannot be held accountable for them or 
be punished either by Emperor Francis 
Joseph as head of the house of Hapsburg- 
Lorraine or by the reigning family of Sax- 
ony, | ; 


Incidentally it may be as well to mention 
that there is no truth in the story according 
to which the ex-crown princess was forced by 
her father into the marriage with the Saxon 
crown princess in consequence of the im- 
mense wealth of the latter, her own poverty, 
and the straitened resources of the grand 
duke of Tuscany. The latter, on the con- 
trary, is wealthy. When the grand duke re- 
tired to Austria after the loss of his Italian 
throne he brought a considerabie fortune 
with him, no attempt being made by his for- 
mer subjects to prevent bis carrying off his 
possessions. Much of this money he invest- 
ed in land in Bohemia and near Salzburg, 
which has proved most profitable. 

Moreover, no step was taken by the Italian 
government to confiscate his private estates | 
in Tuscany, which consisted of immense | 
tracts of forests in splendid condition, and at 
least two désen castles. About eight years 
ago all this property of the grand duke in 
Tuscany was disposed of in a most advan- 
tageous manner for a sum close upon $10,- 
000,000, so that neither he nor his children 
can be exactly looked upon in the light of 
paupers. 


It has now been established that the death 
of Prince Wolffgang Stolberg Stolberg, who 
was found the other day with the top of his 
head blown off in the park of his chateau of 
Rottleberode, near Nordhausen, in Prussia, 
was due to a clear case of suicide and not, as 
has been stated, to an accidental discharge 
of his gun, which was found beside his corpse. 

His father, the late Prince Alfred, head of 
the Stolberg Stolberg branch of the Stolberg | . 
family, had died about ten days previously, 
and on reading the will he had discovered 
for the first time that provision had been 
made therein, with the consent of the other 
agnates or adult members of the family, for 
the restriction of all sorts of rights and pre- 
rogatives which he, Prince Wolffgang, would |. 
otherwise have been entitled to as principal 
heir and successor in the chieftainship of the 
family. 

This action against him by his father and | 
relatives had been taken in consequerice of 
the fact that he was afflicted with a nervous 
ailment which at times rendered him entirely - 
irresponsible for his actions. Prince Wolff- . 
gang was entirely ignorant of the intentions 
of his father in the matter, and felt so pro- | . 
foundly humiliated and pained by what he 
described as this piece.of post-mortem in- 
justice placed upon him by his dead father, to 
whom he had been deeply attached, thet he 
blew his brains out. 

Prince Wolffgang was 2 man of 58, leaves 
a wife and a little girl. But his next brother, 
Prince Vollrath, will not succeed to the fam- 
ily estates and honors until it has Been ascer- 
tained whether the child to which the widow 
of the suicide is to give birth some three 
months hence is a boy or a girl. The Stol- 
bergs are among-the most ancient and illus- 
trious of those formerly reigning houses 
whose sovereignty over the petty states of 
the German empire was abolished a hundred 
years ago, the families themselves being 
mediatized, that is to say, permitted to retain 
a number of the privileges and prerogatives 
of the sovereign families of Europe. The 
family is divided into two branches, that of 
Stolbere Wernigrode, of which the head is 
Prince Christian, who has his portrait pub- 
lished in thé current isue of the Almanach 
de Gotha, while the other branch is that of 
Stolberg Stolberg, whose chief b~~ just com- 
mitted suicide. 


Of all’ the great French nobles there is 
not one who displays more pride of birth and 
ancestry than the duke de la Tremoille, who 
has just published at Paris an Interesting | 
volume ‘concerning the great revolution of 
100 years ago, entitled “ Souvenirs de la 
Revolution Mes Parents.’’ It is almost 
wholly based on family papers and family 
documents, the value of which will be readily 
understood when I mention that both the 
father and the grandfather of the duke were 
driven forth from their native land by the 
terrorists; that one of his uncles, the abbé 
de la Tremoille, was guillotined in Parts: 
that another uncle, the prihce de Talmond, 
the most chivalrous of the Vandean leaders, 
was shot at Laval; that his maternal grand- 
father, Count Walsh de Serrant, was the 
colonel commandant of the Irish regiment 
of King Louis XVI.; and that the de la 
Tremoilles lost nearly the whole of their 
property in the great revolution. How great 
was this property may be gathered from the 
fact that during the century immediately 
proprietors in lower ou did homage to 
the dukes de la Tremofille 

The dukedom is one of the most ancient |* 
in France, dating back to the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and while the present duke is a kins- 
man of the reigning grand duke of Badem,. 
there have been several matrimonial alli- 
ances between his family and the formerly 
reigning house of Naples, as well as with 
some of the minor sovereign houses of Ger- 
many. 

In spite of the pride of birth of the duke and 
his insistence on his descent from the 
¢rusaders, he is one of those members of the 
great French aristocracy who have been 
most intimate with the ‘* haute finance,” and 
was for years one of the most devoted ad- 
mirers of Baroness Alphonse Rothschild,

Dearborn street, and when he arrived home 
yesterday morning the money was gone. 
The story of the evening was told in a letter, 
which the suicide left to his employer, C. 
Curlett, manager of the stores of the com- 


** It is now 6:30 o'clock in the morning, and 
I have just gotten home after spending all 
the: money there was in the safe, about §75,’’ 
said the latter. “‘ This I lost ina poker game 
on the third or fourth floor at 125 Dearborn 
street. I do not know what tempted me to 
do it, but I took the money and lost it. Iam 
sorry, but I cannot face you and the world, 
so have decided to take my life. I must hurry, 
so I canriot write any more.” 


Writes to Wife, Then Suicide. 


Then, after writing a letter to his wife 


and another to the woman in whose house 
he was boarding, Mrs. McCambra, 66 Cass 
street, he shot himself in the temple. 

Several hours later his son, King Niles, not 
finding his father at the store, went to 66 
Cass street and there found the man dead, 
Niles, who was 40 years old, had been sep- 
arated from his wife for several months, 
but a reconciliation was being effected and 
arrangements had been about made for them 
to be reunited after March 1. The son lives 
with the mother at 1502 Park avenue. Niles 
until a few months ago had been night man- 
ager in a State street restaurant, and from 
there went to the cigar store. 


Thinks Shortage Is Small. 

“ The bank being closed on Wednesday, the 
money remained in the possession of Niles,” 
said Mr. Curlett yesterday. ‘‘I do not be- 
lieve he ever took money before, and I was 
surprised to learn that he had taken this. 
We have not gone over his accounts thor- 
oughly, but I do not believe any further 
shortage will be found.”’ 

The letter to Mrs. Niles was not opened by 
the police, and will be opened by the coroner 
this morning. It is thought that it also con- 
tains a statement of the cause of his sui- 
cide. The letter written Mrs. McCambra 
asked her to notify Mrs. Niles, to return his 
keys to Mr. Curlett, and closed with a behest: 
‘“‘Everything I have goes to my wife aad 
boy.”’

The statement was made that practically all 
of the hard winter wheat exported goes to 
England, that little is taken by Germany, 
none by Belgium, and none by France, and 
that it would not be fair to continental buy- 
ers to have a grade made contract here which 
they would not care to take. Asa matter of 
fact, as all in the trade agree, little hard 
winter wheat goes to England, while 75 per 
cent, if not more, of all that is exported is 
taken by Germany, Belgium using some and 
France practically none, the committee's 
statement being correct in the latter partic- 


ular. | 

“The seaboard exporter who advanced the 
piece of information that the German de- 
mand for corn in anticipation of the imposi- 
tion of a tariff of 16c per bu has been prac- 
tically filled up, could not have known what 
he was talking about,”’ said Henry Stemper 
of the J. Rosenbaum Grain company. ‘“‘ The 
new tariff does not go into effect until Jan. 1, 
1904, and German buyers have been taking 
corn in a hand to mouth fashion only, as they 
have absolutely needed it, because the price 
has been too high to be attractive» Germany 
can raise a crop from the corn it is buying 
now before the new tariff goes into effect, and 
there will undoubtedly be a good demand for 
our corn from Germany from time to time 
until well along towards the last of this 
year.” 

There were general expressions of sorrow 
on ‘change yesterday over the death of Capt.

Clearing House Changes Constitution 

and Adopts New Articles Which 
Will Add te the International Pres- 
tige of the Eastern Money Center— 
Reports of Railway Earnings—Erie 
‘Bond Issue Will Be Made Larger— 
Sales om the Local Exchange. 


Influenced. by the tight money experience 
of last fall, when the New York trust com- 
panies held practically no reserve against 
deposits, the New York Clearing House as- 
sociation has changed its constitution so as 
to make obligatory upon the trust companies 
clearing through the association to keep a 
specified cash reserve in their vaults. . In 
doing this the banks have improved their 

tion as an international money center. 
It is a step that invites the confidence of | 
foreign financial interests and adds material- 
ly to the prestige which New York has come 
to enjoy among the money capitals of the 
world. 

When Wall street financial institutions 
were frightened in October and November 
by the impending failure of certain trust 
companies, the fact of the inadequaty of the 
cash reserve held by the latter was strong- 
ly impressed upon the clearing house asso- 
ciation. The trust companies deposited their 
so-called reserves with the national banks, 
and the latter in turn loaned out these funds. 
In reality theré was no consequential re- 
serve immediately available without disturb- 
ing the position of the national institutions. 

The Wall street situation became a seurce 
of anxiety not only to the New York bank- 
ers themselves but also to the foreign money 
letiders, who in turn became more exacting 
as to the rates on finance bills and more cir- 
cumspect in granting credit. The situation 
thus made the extra profits of the trust com- 
panies through putting out practically all 
their funds an expensive arrangement for 
other financial interests. | 


Text of the New Rule. ~ 


The Clearing House association took up the 
matter, and has unanimously adopted the 
following with reference to maintenance of 
a cash reserve: 

* Every nonmember institution (not a bank 
required by law to maintain a specified re- 
serve) now or hereafter sending its ex- 
changes through a member of the association 
shall on and after June 1, 1903, keep in its 


vaults a cash reserve equal to 5 centum of 
its deposits; and on and after b. 1, 1904, 
such cash reserve shall be af least 74% per 


centum of its deposits, on and after 
June 1, 1904, such cash reserve shall be such 
percentage as shall from time to time be 
fixed by the clearing house committee, but 
not less than 10 nor more than 15 per centum 
of its deposits. The reserve hereby required 
shall be an average reserve as against the 
average deposits as shown upon its weekly 
statements.”’ 

Any nonmember institution to which the 
foregoing applies, refusing to comply with 
any of the requirements may be suspended 
by the clearing house committee. 

The association also adopted other resolu- 
tions prov@ing that no bank or other institu- 
tion can clear through its members unless the 
institution shall have been doing business at 
least one year and must have been approved 
by the clearing house committee after an ex- 
amination. Nonmember banks after Janu- 
ary, 1904, will be required to pay the associa- 
tion $1,000 annually in advance. Every non- 
member bank or institution must also sub- 
mit to examination whenever required by the 
clearing house committee, and must furnish 
to the manager of the clearing house at the 
close of business each Friday a weekly state- 
ment of its condition in such form as the com- 
mittee may prescribe.

SOUTHERN WOMAN IN THE WAR. 
- Myrta Lockett Avary's Recital of Her 
Tribulations in Battle Time. 
“A Virginia Girl in the Civil War” isan 
interesting record of the life of one of the 
brave daughters of the south during the re- 


bellion. it is a bona fide history, written | 


down by Myrta Lockett Avary in much the 


manner in which it was told by the heroine. | 


This young girl, here called Nellie Duncan, 
was the daughter of a bank official in Nor- 
folk, where her girlhood was made happy 
by the naval and military society which cen- 
tered at her home. Beautiful girls she and 
her sister were, and all through their lives 
they commanded the admiration and honor 
of the gallant men of the south. After the 
father died the family went to live in Peters- 
burg with an uncle, and here Nellie met the 
man for whom she was to bear so much pri- 
vation and anxiety, This was Dan Grey, the 
toast and pride ofthe town. After a short

who was-just 17,-was married to her hand- 
some young cavalier and left in his sole 
charge,- her mother having gone to live in 
Baltimore with the elder sister.

[ELIA W. PEATTIE WRITES ON BARRYS | 
“PAPACY” AND M’CABE'S “ST. AUGUSTINE.” 


HERE isa tale of Sidney Smith to the ef- 
fect that an acquaintance of his, having 
hankerings after a personal survey of 

the north pole, so badgered his friends 

. with the subject that one of them, ina. 
fit of perves, was so impertinent as to say: 
“ Piague take the north pole!" The enthusi- 


. ast came to Mr. Smith with the history of the 


insult. “ Now, what do you think of the inteil- 


| igence of a man who will say ‘ Plague take 


the north pole? he asked. By Jove, sir,” 
said Smith, ** I don’t know what to think, but 
I once knew a man, sir, who went so far as to 
speak disrespectfully of the equator!’ 

The Protestant and complaisant people of 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries may 
not have gone tosuchimmoderate extremes as 
this, but they have, unquestionably, been 
given to holding in contemptuous estimation 
the middle ages. Those with a leaning toward 
pagan. know e have looked upon the re- 
naissance as the awakening after a night of 
torpidity, fear, and terror; those of a religious 
bent have regarded the reformation as the 
dawn of liberty. All, save a few unpopular 
theorists, have regarded the whole as a prep- 
aration for Now, with a naive and perfect 
egotism, which can be quickly forgiven, as it 


| is so conducive to happiness, which, it will be 


remembered without reference to the consti- 
tution, it ie the inalienable right of Americans 
to pursue. : 

The appearance, therefore, of 
making strong claims for the services of the 
middle ages to the development of latter day 
civilization, is of interest. Both come from the 
publishing house of G. P. Putnam’s Sons of 
New York, and bear a nice relation to each 
other, although one, “* The Papal Monarchy,” 
by William Barry, D. D., isthe eee 
to “ The Story of the Nations “” series, and the 
other, “ St. Augustine,” by Joseph McCabe, is 
published independently, unless, indeed, it be 
uniform with his book of a year ago, “ Peter 
Abelard.” | 

Dr. Barry, in his compact book, deals with 
“the thousand. years that stretch between 
the invasion of the barbariansand the renais- 
gsance.” Such is his close definition of the 
middle ages. He says: ‘“When we speak of the. 
middle ages we mean this second, spiritual, 
and Christian Rome, in conflict with the 
northern tribes, and then their teacher; the 
mother of civilization, the source to western 
peoples of religion, law, and order, of learn- 
ing, art, and civic institutions.”” This Rome 
was the ideal of the world in that period of ex- 
traordinary transition—of “immense and 


‘growing confusion.” Its overthrow by the 


barbarians, says Dr. Barry, was felt by the 
adherents of the classic religion to be a judg- 
ment of the gods, and by Christians to be the 
chastisement of idolatry, but he adds: “ Their 
supreme philosopher, the African Father St. 
Augustine, wrote his monumental work, ‘ Of 
the City of God,’ by way of proving that there 
was a divine kingdom which heathen Rome 
could persecute in the martyrs, but the final 
triumph of which it could not prevent.” 3 


He enters with zest upon the history of 
those long, confused, and confusing years, 
which saw Romans, Greeks, Germans, Byz- 
antines, Franks, and Vandals in the papal 
chair, which, for a long time, made the em- 
peror of Rome secondary to the ecclesiastical 
potentate, which witnessed the rearrange- 
ment of festivals, the shifting of symbols, 
the readjustment of men’s ideals, and the as- 
tonishing acceleration of their arguments. 
Dr. Barry has had a difficult task—not in 
delineating the age, for-which he is easily 
prepared—but in crowding into the lHmits 
of a volume containing only 425 pages the 
records of a thousand years. The work 
ought to have been larger, and the author 
have been spared his almost breathless 
haste. With such precipitation does he 
bring a papal monarch upon the stage, desig- 
nate his characteristics, refer to his influ- 
ence upon his time, set him among knaves 
or saints, and hustle_him into his tomb, 
that the reader must watch his proper 
names and pronouns with caution or he will 
lose the thread of the discourse and attach 


the wrong attributes to his man. This al- 


most endless exposition of lives has a curi- 
ous effect upon the imagination. One seems 
to be walking among old tombs, to be kick- 
ing up endless skulls out of the pulverized 
red earth, and to handle with half disgusted 
curiosity the trophies of these dead men— 
to each a dagger, a stylus, a poison bowl, 
a jewel, or a disintegrating tome of forgot- 
ten laws. | 

Never was @ book written whjch more 
fully bears out the suspicion that no age 
will endure close scrutiny and preserve its 
dignity. Certainly these ages which aspired 
to so much and which in the end succeeded 
in producing colossal results, which laid 
the superstructure for a civilization in which 
the individual attained sacredness, are al- 
most grotesque in their apparent ineffi- 


ciency, their bewildering contretemps. This 


pope is characterized as “ malignant, fero- 
cious, unclean”; that one, dying “mot by 
violence,” is remarkable for that reason; 
such a prelate is denominated a “ soldier, 
sycophant, tyrant”; such an occupant. of 
St. Peter’s chair is described as “ a medieval 
Elagabalus, who donned hts armor against 
the southern Lombards and was put to 
flight; who hunted, drank, gambled, and 
converted the Lateran into a lupanar; who 


jests and cruelty with his wanton sacri- 
leges.”” 

Dr. Barry writes, of course, as a Christian. 
This cannot be said, in a closer acceptation 
of that word, of Mr. McCabe. This latter 
author enjoys a wide horizon, and treads 
level plains of life where mysticism 
finds itself as much abashed as a spook would 
on State street in midday. St. Augustine has 
been hated and attacked; he has been de- 
fended and canonized. In this exposition he 
is described according to latter day, scientific 
methods, and is not permitted even to defame 
himeeif. The history of the development of 
his talents is excellently given—a clear, logi- 
cal, and fascinating piece of psychology, un- 
demlably. Nothing is concealed of those sins, 
faults, cowardices, and vacillations which 
the veracious and retrospective saint made 
lamentatio n for in his confessions; but there 
is exposed, with more delicate skill than the 
African bishop would have commended, the 
processes by which he reached his spiritua/ 


height. To illustrate, after Augustine's de- ‘ 


sertion of the Manichean system, he found 
himself at a loss to accoumt for the myetery 


‘of evil. Says Mr. McCabe: “ The onesacred | 


and abiding principle in Augustine's mind 
was the existence of God, and hitherto he 
had utterly failed to reconcile it with the 
plain features of life. Plotium supplied him 


with a magical formula that dissipated his

In drawing and coloring he was no doubt 
rot, to Sir Joshua Reynolds, but he prac- 
ticed-a much sounder method of laying on 
his pigments, and his pictures have conse- 
quently gained and not lost in the passage of 
time. He was productive; having painted as 
many as 880 portraits, many of them of the 
English nobility and gentry.
